That Street Paring Fraud Again. 

We briefly alluded the other day to a piece of 
atapendouE fraud or stupidity on the part of the 
City Council, which has resulted in saddling a 
debt of from fifty to one hundred thousand dollars 
upon the city. We intend to probe the matter to 
the bottom, and expose in our columns the entire 
aeries of transactions which have been brought 
n such a sudden termination by the decision of 
the C-ourt of Appeals. So soon as we can obtain 
a copy of the opinion of the Court of Appeals, wc 
will publi:h it, and aleo various damning facts 
brought out in proof on the trial of some of the 
cases in the court below. 

Oar purpose, bowerer, in this article, is simply 
to call public attention to the remedy which ia 
now pro]>oscd frr the evil done. It is now grave- 
ly proposed that the streets be torn up and re- 
paved at the «*xj<en«e of the property-holders. — 
Such an act of wanton malice would be a fitting 
sequel to the defeated fchemes of fraud, or blun- 
ders of ignorance, which it is connected with. 

It will not be pretended that this would remu- 
nerate the city for her ]osse.«. The pretense of 
using the material is simply absurd It would 
cost a* much to lake it up as it is worth. — 
The true object of the moveineut is to 
fjnUh the men who have exposed the fraud. — 
li if as if the thief caught with your watch in 
his pocket, should rcrenge himself for the detec- 
tion b? crushing the watch under his heel. 

An ordinance is passed in due form to pave cer- 
tiin streefs, but the .Mayor and Council so shape 
ihe contracts as to give to their pet con- 
tractors double price for the work done. The 
work itself is not half done, but the City Engi- 
neer reports it all riglit, and the Council receives 
it The Court of Appeals say that in consequence 
of these frauds on the part of her oilicers, the cit I 
.1 bound lo pay for the work; and now, to avenge 
themselves upon the men who have refused to be 
so defrauded, it is gravely proposed to tear up the 
streets, to render some of the most thronged tho- 
ro^ghfar* sof tbecity impassable for the next year, 
and for w’u/.t end? To punish the men they conid not 
swindle, to break the watch because they could 
not steal it. But this is not the only object in 
view. The same hungry contractors are out of a 
tob. It would suit their conveuieuce most ad- 
mirably ,iu-t now to have the tearing up and re- 
paving of those tireets, especially if thev could 
contract for paving price.-', and be permit'ed to 

Macadamize, and only h»lf ^in tUair work at that. 

The infamy of such a proposition is equaled only 
bv Its impudence. 

It is, however, but ahariiile.ss explosioo of impo- 
tent r ige. They have no power to do the wrong 
they threaten. The same judicial tribunals that 
kept their sacrilegious hacd.s out of the pocket.s 
of the propeny holders, will arrest by injunction 
any atienipl to perpet rate the threatened outrage 
if they should have the folly to attempt it 

Thai they hare the will is evidenced by the fact 
that they have no far entertained the proposition 
as to refer it to a committee. 

I/«t tbo.se who do not wish to sec the city involv- 
ed lo litigation— the end of which no man can 
s“e — who are not willing to be taxed to gratify the 
vengeance and malice of defeated fraud, look well 
to it in the coming election. It is time, full time, 
that the Augean stable was cleansed— time that the 
crow bar was inserted under the rotten timbers, 
and the secret barriws of the rats, that have so 
long nibblod at the public crib, laid bare 

We shall resume this subject from time to time. 
If the voters of Lonisrille are determined to keep 
such a faction in power, they shall at least do it 
with their eyes open. 

Good New* for Mechanics— Ladder Making. 

For the last fonr years an unfortunate faction 
has lorded it over I/iaisrille, and by their pro- 
scriptive sod bigoted taclics, driven off many of 
cur mechanic*, and starved out others. The for- 
eign artisan and Cathobe have not been upon on 
•quality with the native and the Protestant And, 
stranger than all, the aristocratic mechanic, the 
wielder of capital, and the hrtuer of hands, has come 
in for the lion’s share of the jobs tiiat smaller 
contractors were considered impudent in aspiring 
to underlake. 

A change, however, has come over the dreams 
of those political empvrica who thought they 
could make ^fity’s popnlation according to order. 
They have learned that both the Catholic and the 
foreign element arc a.s necessarv in a great city 
as the native and Protestant. There ia an appro- 
priate sphere for the action of both, and that 
sphere cannot be filled withont (hem. The money 
of the Catholic is as good to buy and to sell with 
as that of the Protesant, and the labor of the for- 
eigner as Doeessary, in its place, as that of the 
native. 

The great evidence of this eba nge in the policy 
of the thirty tvrants of LoaisviUe, is the declar- 
ation of a leading Sam-Nicholasite in the late Do- 
Notbing pow-wow, that he was for coming down 
to a level with the people. And as these lofty 
Sam-Niebolasites, who dwell in fine houses, and 
collect large rents, and rid« in ewrriages, intend 
oonsingdows to a level with the people, as a mat- 
ter of coarse ladders will be necessary for them ] 
to come down upon. And as ladders are necea- ^ 
•sry, of coarse mechan ies will have to make them. 
There is therefore a fine field abont to open in 
Louisville for mechanical labor. 

It wonld be difficult to tell bow loag a ladder 
it woald require to let Judge Nicholas down to a 
level with the peeple, for he is reported to have 
said, while upon bis aky-kiaaing Pagasua, that 
there were only three geotleaea ia LouUville ; 
the first, a man now dead ; the aacood, an exist- 
ing Sam-N'cbolasite; and the third, modesty for- 
bade his naming. Pretty long ladders wonld 
also be necessary for Judge Bullock, the sug- 
gaster of the eiimbing down operation; for the 
grandiloquent Lord Chief Jostiee Robertson; for 
the fifth story Garret Davis, and for others that 
might be namod. 

The editor af the Jeomal, who calls the eon vso- 
tion “the elite of Kentaeky,” would roqoire an 
ascending ladder to get to a level with the honest 
yoonaanry of the State, and Mr. O’Dell would, of 
eoQrse,WMit something of the kind to get out of the 
ebsam of Curtiue into which he proposed to loop, 
hot these ascending ladders wonld be the same 
to thsmacbanic as the descending ones of Nioho- 
las end others. Inde d, the ladder which would 
elevate the editor of the Journal to the honeet and 
good people, and that which woald roearroet 
(yOoU from the pit, would be the largest of ail, a 
pstfsst Jacob’s ladder, and would be the foiiune 
of the Bieefaaaie who coaid find lumber eneagfa 
aad employ bands enough to make them in a 
lifetime.

inteuse Exciiemont at Quincy, and Houses of 

Di-faas Mobbed. ’ 

A man by the name of Henry M. Johnson, of 
Missouri, Wes killed at e bouae of ill-fame, oa 
York, between Sixth and Seventh atreeu— being 
in the rear of the “York Ilouse” — on Friday 
night, about 1 1 o’clock. He wee etebbed by the 
proprietor of the den, whoec name is Tbome» 
resssilay, who, together with James Tboniton, 
eberged es sccessorv, is cow under arrest. 

It appeals that JoLohon end Cas&uday got into 
a quarrel — called each other Lard naniee and 
ruiiLed together about the same time. Jobneon 
without any weapons, and Cassadey with a dirk. 
Johnaon received two atabe, oca in tbe heart, and 
the other lu the right lung, lie ran out of ths 
Louse, fi ll as &ooo as he reached the pavement, 
and expired lu a few nunutes. 

An inqueut wiia held, and the jury returned a 
verdict that tUe dec«a±ed was uulawfully slain 
aud u ordered by Thuuiaa Cesaiday, aud that 
James TLorutou wax an accessory to the murder. 
Castfiday aod Th jrntou w< re then duly committed 
to jeii by tbe c.<rouor, to ax^ail the action of tbe 
grand iurr in lUe uiaiter. 

A« the prisoners were bc’ng carried to iLe jail, 
several voices cried out, “Hang them! Lang 
them!” aod a ruse was made by the crowd.

Tbs Rivbb at this point is falling very slowly — 
too slow for tbe comiort of those in the inundsted 
district - tbe entire decline in tbe 24 hours ending 
with last evening at 6 o’clock being only 5 inches.

Nothing 
could be distinguished in tbe darkness but the 
flashes of lightning, and tbe ruth of water down 
tbe bill-sides was like the deafening roar of a cat- 
aract. 

The officers of tbe Emma Dean, which arrived 
from Carrollton last night, state that Kentucky 
river was falling fast at Lockport, and brpassen- 
ers from Frankfort yesterday, we learn that it
